Penitentiary Wardens Ga- 
ther at Ottawa This Week 
For Conference

OTTAWA, Ont., Oct. 4—The man- 
ufacture of supplies for departments 
of the Dominion government by in-

Brigadier General W. 8, Hughes 
is conferring with the wardens of 
the Dorchester, St, Vincent de Paul,

conjunction with the scheme there is 
a plan by which a modicum of the 
ae pele earnings be set aside for 
us dependants 

The administration of the new juy- 
enile penitentiaries is not up for dis- 
cussion at present, this matter being 
one for the minister of justice. The 
siles at Kingston and St. Vincent de 
Paul are said to have been purchased 
but no announcements have yet been 
made as to thetr exact location. These 
Institutions will house young offend- 
ers who have been senteneed to two 
years’ Pnpreonment or more, but who 
are not hardened criminals
